HERE is no Simile more 
common among Writers than 
that which compares theBody 
politic with the human 3 nor 
perhaps any that is more juft, 
or that will adaovit of more 
frequent and clofe Analogy. 
If the human Body, thro’ any Diftemper, errs 
from the fixed Laws of Natnre, by which only 
it can attain or preferve perteét Health, the 
Phyfician who does not pay a ftriét Attention 
to that unerring Goddefs, but confides in W him- 
fies and Chimeras of his own Brain (and fuch 
to our Coft are but too common) is more like 
to encreafe the Violence of a Difeafe, and acce- 
lerate the Deftruction of his Patient than_ his 
Cure. So where an unhappy State is fick with 
the ijl Condict of a Succeffion of bungling and 
corrupted Managers, itis ftill like to be more 
and more involved, the further the faid Ma- 
nagers deviate from i.’s effential Laws, In the 
Diftemperatures of the political as well as the 
human Fabric, a Succeffion of Phyficians is 
but too often a Succeflion of Biunderers, Jn- 
deed the Succeffor of a corrupt Manager, tho’ 
ever fo honeft or prudent, may find it neceflary 
to temporize in fome Parts of his Predecefior’s 
Conduct: For too fudden and draftic Porga- 
tives in either cafe, where the Conftitution has 
been much weakened, are liable to bring on 
violent Convulfions, Cuftom, that fecond Na- 
ture, takes Plicé of the true, and creates a Ne- 
ceflity in fome meature of complying with her 
vitious Habits. But indeed as for our political 
Phyficians, at prefent they teem fo obftinate in 
their furprizing Methods of treating their poor 
Patient, that there is little Hope of Remedy 
from that Quarter, We fhall here therefore 
drop them and the Simile, and apply ourfelves 
to another Quarter, where I am forry to fay 
there is but little more Hope of Succeis. Bur 
whatever be the Succefs, there is certainly a 
noble Pleafure in the Reflection of having at- 
ttempted to effect a Thing which, as Horace 
has it, 

Aiqué Pauperibus prodeft, locupletibus eque, 

Fi qué negletum juvenis fenibufque nocebit. +

The Excellence of our Conftitution is a Sub- 
jet that has been fo frequently handled by in- 
numerable Pens, that it would be ridiculous & 
fuperfluous to fay much on that Head. There 
is certainly as much Perfection in it, as perhaps 
can poffibly exift in any human Inftitution. 
Notwithftancing this, the criple Potentates be- 
tween whom Power was fo happily diftribut.d 
that every thing might be executed with equal 
Juftice and Faciity, winlft nothing was ac- 
tempted contrary to the Intereft and Laws of 
the Conftitution ; thefe Potentates, I fay, have 
often brought our Conftitution to the very Brink 
of Ruin either by Difagreements or worfe, 
either by Quarre!s or Corruption.’ Sometimes 
one, fometimes another, ina fluctuating Series 
of Time, haye engroffed more Power than was 
ever intended for it. Kings have been depofed, 
Lords beheaded, and the Commons have fre- 
quently felt moft grating Vic'ffitudes, But 
whenever thefe Events have happened they have 
ever been deemed Calamities by good Men. 
Thefe have regarded every Deviation from the 
origina! Conficution as Steps towards 
its Diffolu ; no they ever fhare the 
‘Triumphs of the Victor Potentate, becaule 
productive of the fame fata! End. 

It is well known on which of thefe Potentates 
the People have always had moft Reliance for © 
the Prefervation of their Liberties ; and it is 
as well known too what Methods have been 
taken to difappoint that Reliance. The Means 
made Ufe of to gain Eledions, by choufing 
and cerrupting Electors, are not more flagitious 
than notorious: Nor is there any Reaton to 
doubt but the fame fcandalous Pra@tices will 
be put in Execution as well in the next Ele&ion 
as they have been in the preceding ones. ** ’Tis 
the damned Thirft of Gold that fucks up all.” 
But, alas! it this barefaced Villainy continues 
uninterrupted, it needs not Infpiration to fore- 
tel, that the boafted Liberty of this Land will 
foon perifh with the Spirit that produced it, 

— and amaze indeed 
The very Faculties of Eyes and Ears! 

This indeed can never be done without the 
Confent of the People themfelves:: If they are 
deftroyed, they deftroy themfelves, They 
have the Power of Voting, and the Difcern- 
ment to dire&t their Votes properly, if they 
will have the Refolution and Integrity. 

If the Eleétors will fuffer themfelves to be 
bribed, tho’ they fwear to the contrary, and 
commit at once two Crimes, the leaft of which 
merits the fierceft Fire for its Reward, all that 
can be faid is, They will only lofe what they 
do not deferve to enjoy. Let Devils tread 
the narrow infernal Confines allotted them ;

Amufements! Licentious Pleafures are encotle. % oy! 
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raged, becaufe Licence deftroys Liberty, and 
Luxury the Spirit of it. ’Tis the fame in 
France, Turkey, China, and in all Countries 
where Power and Slavery breathe together. 

It isa melancaoly Amazement I am affected 
with, when I fee the Facility with which we 
fall into the deteftable Tafte of fuch Slaves. 
Nort to mention Things too fhocking (if any 
thing can be fuppofed fhocking to fo corrupted 
a People) with wiat univerfal Approbation 
devs that Turki Imitacor, the Wire-Dancer, 
exhibit his pretty [Tricks ? Ioftead of being 
provoked with a Fellow for idling away lo 
much Time to attain a Knack which, as It Is 
no more, can never prove of the leaft Ule to 
Mankind, we give into the moft ridiculous 
Acmiration of 1.

Yefterday 7-night, about four in the afternoon, 
her royal highnefs the princefs Amelia arrived at 
Bath, & was ufher’d into the city by the right wor- 
fhipful the mayor, aldermen and common council, 
who waited at the city gate in ail their formalities 
for that purpofe. Twotroops of the Scotch greys, 
and one of the Oxford blues, are appointed to do 
duty during her royal highnefs’s ftay in that city. 

The moft noble Cofmo George Gordon, duke 
of Gordon, who died’a few days ago in the fouth of 
France, was one of the fixteen parliamentary peers 
for Scotland, & knight of the order of St. Andrew. 
His family took their name from the barony of Gor- 
don, in the county of Berwick, where they flou- 
rifhed, and were very, numerous in the time of king 
Malcolm.IV. about the Year 1160. In the reign of 
Robert de Bruce, Adam Gordon got from that king 
the barony of Strathbogy, in Aberdeenfhire; and he 
was created lord Strathbogy in 1736. Upon this 
oceafion the family removed to that county, from 
the fhire of Berwick. In 1448 they were created 
Earls of Huntley, in Berwickihire, and 1599 Mar- 
quiffes of Huntley by James the [Vth of Scotland & 
the Ift of England, George, the fourth Marquis of 
Huntley, was created duke of Gordon in 1684, by 
king Charles II. Belfides other places of dignity he 
was made governor of Edinburgh caftle ;_ which for- 
trefs he held out in behalf of king James 1]. at-the 
Revolution 1688, but feeing no-hope of relief from 
his mafter, he furrendered it to the troops of king 
William, and Ilved retired at home till his death in 
1716. His fon Alexander fucceeded him, who, in 
1706, married Henrietta Mordant, daughter of 
Charles earl of Peterborough and Monmouth, and 
by her had four fons and feven daughters, Of the 
fons, lord Charles the youngeft has a commiffion in 
the king’s fervice. Lord Lewis took refuge in the 
French court, being attainted for the part he bore in 
the rebellion in 1745. And. Cofmo the eldeft fuc- 
ceeded his father in 1728, being then about nine years 
of Age, and the fit of-the family educated in the 
proteftant religion, under the infpeétion of an excel- 
lent prudent mother. His grace was married in 
1741, to the lady Catherine Gordon, daughter of 
William earl of Aberdeen, by whom he had a daugh- 
ter, born Dec. 23, 1750, This family had many 
lands beftowed upon them for their fidelity to their 
foverigns, but fuffered much by their adhering-to 
Mary, queen of Scots, king Charles I, and king
